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Urgent  faculty 
meeting  called

President  Hogan  spoke  to  a  full 
house  at  a  faculty  meeting  in  222 
CTLearv  on  Wednesday,  March 

15. 

The  meeting  had  been  called  on 
short  notice,  and  as  the  Faculty 
members  began  to  fill  the  room, 
a  great  deal  of  speculation  arose 
in  light  of  recent  discussion  about 
a  new  university  system  and 
severe  budget  cutbacks,  the  facul¬ 
ty  members  on  hand  were  eager 
to  begin  the  meeting. 

President  Hogan  explained  that 
he  would  be  addressing  two 
topics,  both  the  budget  and  the 
reorganization  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  University 
System. 

Sincere  efforts 

Two  proposals  are  currently 
under  discussion  by  the  Board  of 
Regents.  The  first  comes  from 
UMass  Commission  on  the 
Future  of  :he  University  Chair¬ 
man  Dmd  Saxon,  and  the  other 
re  Chancellor  of  the  Board 
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Franklyn  Jenifer. 


President  Hogan  said,  “Both 
proposals  are  sincere  efforts  to 
get  to  the  same  spot  in  a  spectrum 
of  education  which  is  very  high.  ” 
He  explained  that  we  should  be 
inside  a  system  that  would  allow 
us  to  survive  in  competition  with 
other  university  systems. 

The  two  reports  cover  many  of 
the  same  points,  but  vary  in  the 
areas  of  governance,  finance,  and 
intention. 

The  Saxon  Report 

The  report  coming  from 
UMass  calls  for  a  “  superboard ’’ 
working  in  conjunction  with  a 
strong  president’s  office  which 
would  be  responsible  for  degree 
granting  and  the  budget.  This 
board  would  not  be  responsible  to 
the  Board  of  Regents. 

In  addition  to  this  centralized 
board.  Saxon  suggests  that  one 
appropriation  from  congress 
would  be  divided  between  the  five 
campuses,  but  he  does  not  men¬ 
tion  community  or  state  colleges 
in  rfv  financial  plan

During  a  recent  interview. 
University  of  Lowell  President 
William  T.  Hogan  described  the 
university’s  fiscal  condition  as 
very  critical;  a  condition  that 
could  lay  to  rest  ULo well’s 
engineering  accreditation. 

Because, of  the  state’s  fiscal 
blunders,  ULo  well  has  had  to 
return  $5  million  to  the  state  over 
the  past  two  years,  according  to 
Hogan.  He  described  the  build-up 
to  our  financial  troubles  during  a 
recent  interview  held  at  Cumnock 
Hall. 

“It  is  not  necessarily  a  flaw  in 
the  state’s  economy,’’  Hogan 
stated,  and  added  that  various  fac¬ 
tors  have  impacted  the  state  to 
create  the  budget  gaff  this  year. 
State  problems 

Hogan  stated  that  a  flaw  in  the 
federal  tax  code  allowed  General 
Electric  to  make  up  losses  in  the 
form  of  a  $91  million  state  rebate. 
This  action  started  a  precedent 
that  would  cost  Massachusetts 
$150  million  in  corporate  tax 
rebates. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  Euro¬ 


pean  market  and  increased 
technological  and  marketing 
pressure  from  Japan  and  its 
neighbors  has  slowed  the  selling 
power  of  Massachusetts 
businesses. 

The  third  factor  that  has  been 
limiting  ULowell’s  growth  is  the 
same  one  that  has  been  plaguing 
the  university  for  the  past  13 
years:  poor  placement  on  state¬ 
wide  university  funding  levels. 
Poor  funding 

During  the  Board  of  Trustees 
meeting  earlier  this  month, 
Hogan  showed  the  trustees  the 
manner  the  state  doles  out  higher 
education  funds.  ULowell, 
despite  recieving  praise  from 
Higher  Education  Chancellor 
Franklin  Jennifer  and  national 
periodicals,  has  recieved  the 
lowest  level  of  funding  of  all 
public  universities  in 
Massachusetts  and  even  less  than 
one  public  college. 

Hogan  stated  that  for  every 
dollar  per  student  given  to  UMass 
Amherst,  ULowell  has  recieved 
only  72  cents  per  student.  Hogan 
stated  that  if  ULowell  were  to

recieve  an  additional  $15  million 
on  top  of  our  yearly  allocation, 
we  would  just  equal  the  funding 
for  UMass  at  Amherst. 

$5  mill  returned 
Because  of  the  faults  with  fun¬ 
ding,  ULowell  has  had  to  return 
over  $5,200,000  to  the  state. 

For  fiscal  1989,  according  to 
Hogan,  the  University  of  Lowell 
recieved  a  state  appropriation  of 
$55,400,000.  Hogan  stated  that 
this  was  a  5%  decrease  from  the 
amount  ULowell  received  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  1988  fiscal 
year. 

According  to  Hogan,  ULowell 
was  required  to  give  back  1  %  of 
its  allocation  12  months  ago.  This 
forced  the  university  to  cut 
$500,000  in  equipment,  supplies 
and  repairs. 

371  sections  cut 
In  August  of  1988,  the  state 
took  back  5%  of  ULowell’s 
allocation.  5%  equals  a  $2.75 
million  portion  of  our  allocation. 
In  response,  the  administration 
cut  371  sections. 

In  January,  the  state  asked  for

I 
was  having  coffee  with  Herald 
and  his  sister.  Globe,  and  the  first 
thing  out  of  his  mouth  was  about 
Madonna.  I  threw  him  out.  I 
don’t  want  to  hear  about  rock 
stars;  I  want  good  stories. 

He  hasn’t  really  changed  much 
since  then.  It’s  a  shame.  In  fact, 
some  of  the  things  he  is  saying 
lately  are  completely  out  of 
control. 

Just  last  week  he  started  accus¬ 
ing  Hogan  and  his  administration 
of  hiring  political  big- wigs.  He 
mentioned  City  Councillors  Bren¬ 
dan  Flemming  and  Gerry  Durkin, 
former  City  Councillor  Larry 
Martin,  Walter  Costello,  Kay 
Petruzziello,  Joe  Daigle,  Jim 
Sullivan,  and  Ray  LeLacheure 
among  others.

In  the  past  several  years,  cam¬ 
pus  ministry  at  the  University  of 
Lowell  has  grown  from  one  full 
time  Catholic  priest  representing 
one  religious  tradition  to  four  full 
time  religious  professionals 
representing  many  diverse 
religious  denominations.  Because 
of  this  recent  growth  and  in  order 
to  more  capably  serve  the  Univer¬ 
sity  community,  the  present  cam¬ 
pus  ministers  have  recently 
established  the  University  of 
Lowell  Campus  Ministry 
Association. 

At  the  present  time,  the  full 
time  campus  ministers  are:  Rev. 

Imogene  Stulken,  Protestant 
Campus  Minister  who  is  sup¬ 
ported  by  a  group  of  Protestant 
Churches  in  the  Greater  Lowell 
area;  Rev.  Art  Brown, 

Evangelical  Protestant  Campus 
Minister,  supported  by  the  Con¬ 
servative  Baptist  Home  Mission 
Society;  and  Pat  Davison  and 
Father  Paul  Garrity  who  repre¬ 
sent  the  Roman  Catholic  Ar- 
chodiocese  of  Boston. 

In  addition  to  serving  the  whole 
University  in  a  more  effective 
manner,  the  purposes  of  the 
Association  include  advocating 
for  issues  related  to  the  quality  of 
life  at  the  University,  increasing 
collaboration  among  different

religious  groups  and  providing  a 
model  of  interreligious  coopera¬ 
tion  for  the  larger  community.  It 
is  also  hoped  that  the  Association 
will  provide  a  vehicle  for 
assisting  the  University  in  its 
desire  to  recognize  the  diverse 
religious  needs  of  all  students  at 
the  University  of  Lowell. 

Under  its  operating  principles, 
the  new  Association  underscores 
the  need  for  safeguarding  and  in¬ 
suring  true  religious  liberty  which 
includes:  respecting  the  rights  of 
individuals  to  privately  and 
publicly  express  their  faith  and 


beliefs,  respecting  an  individual’s 
right  to  privacy,  respecting  the 
rights  of  individuals  to  choose 
their  own  religious  affiliation  and 
respecting  the  rights  of  in¬ 
dividuals  to  investigate,  question 
and  explore  their  own 
religious/spiritual  concerns  and 
needs.  The  Association’s  prin¬ 
ciples  clearly  proscribe  attempts 
to  persuade  people  who  are  af¬ 
filiated  with  one  religious  group 
to  drop  that  affiliation  and 
substitute  another  for  it.  The 
Association  also  eschews  any 


kind  of  religious  harassment  as 
well  as  approaches  that  repeatedly 
target  individuals  in  order  to  ef¬ 
fect  their  recruitment. 

Membership  in  the  Campus 
Ministry  Association  is  open  to 
individuals/ministries  who 
ascribe  to  and  endorse  the 
operating  principles  of  the 
ULCMA  and  who  have  been  of¬ 
ficially  recognized  by  the  Univer¬ 
sity.  Copies  of  the  ULCMA 
Charter  are  available  from  any  of 
the  above  mentioned  campus 
ministers.

another  3% .  The  university  then 
began  a  program  of  cuts  that  are 

still  in  effect.  Hogan  stated  that 
$800,000  has  been  cut  from  the 

purchasing  or  leasing  of  equip¬ 
ment:  $250,000  from  the  repairs 

line  item:  $50-560. 000  from 

educational  supplies:  S80.000  in 
long  distance  phone  calls:  and 
S35.000  from  the  travel  line. 

Hogan  stated  that  so  far,  60  to 
65  full-time  staff  members  have 
been  laid  off.  At  the  trustees 
meeting,  Hogan  stated  that  an  ad¬ 
ditional  84  sections  were  cut  this 
semester. 

Hogan  demonstrated  the  im¬ 
pacts  of  these  cuts  by  saying,  “In 
1981.  the  university  spent  $3.3 
million  on  heat,  power,  and 
lights.’’  Today,  the  university  can 
only  spend  $2.5  million  in  that 
area. 

No  down-sizing 


The  administration  had  the  op¬ 
tion  of  down-sizing  the  universi¬ 
ty  by  either  decreasing  enrollment 
or  eliminating  programs  or  w  hole 
departments.  Hogan  stated  that  he 
did  not  want  to  deny  any  student 
the  right  to  a  college  education. 
Hogan  appeared  at  both  meetings 
to  be  set  against  down-sizing 
ULowell  in  any  way. 

Dr.  Frederick  Sperounis,  the 
university’s  Vice  President  for 
Relations  and  Development 
stated,  “To  down-size  the  place 
would  undercut  the  mission  of  the 
university.  We  would  be  serious¬ 
ly  diminished.’’ 

The  effects  of  these  cuts  have 
been  apparent  all  year:  reductions 
in  teacher  assistants,  an  overall 
hiring  freeze,  450  sections  have 
been  dropped,  service  contracts 
on  major  pieces  of  equipment 
have  been  dropped,  our  22  ac¬ 
credited  programs  could  lose 
their  accreditation  because  of 


poor  funding  (starting  with 
engineering),  student/teacher 
ratios  in  classrooms  have  skv- 
rocketted.  and  the  monies  raised 
to  expand  the  university  (in¬ 
cluding  parking)  have  been  held 
back. 

The  team  of  inspectors  who 
will  determine  if  ULowell 
deserves  its  engineering  ac¬ 
creditation.  toured  the  facilities 
last  fall  and  should  be  releasing 
their  report  and  their  recommen¬ 
dations  in  June. 

Going  belly  up? 

Hogan  stated  that  the  universi¬ 
ty  can  not  continue  to  operate 
under  these  conditions.  “I  don’t 
think  we  can  continue  under 
substantial  cuts,’’  Hogan  told 
trustees  this  month. 

If  cuts  like  these  are  to  con¬ 
tinue,  Hogan  stated  the  universi¬ 
ty  would  not  be  able  to  attract 
quality  faculty  members.  This 
would  impact  directly  on  our 


engineering  accreditation.  40%  of 
the  students  attending  ULowell 
are  enrolled  in  the  engineering 
programs.  Sperounis  stated  that  if 
ULowell  lost  its  accreditations, 
“The  game  would  be  over.’’ 

Hogan  said  that  the  university 
would  not  be  able  to  keep  runn¬ 
ing  at  its  present  level  of  services 
if  the  budget  cuts  continue. 

But,  Hogan  did  feel  that 
ULowell  would  be  able  to  retain 
all  of  its  accreditations.  He 
believes  that  the  accreditation 
teams  will  place  the  university  on 
probation  or  reprimand  the  school 

At  the  last  trustees  meeting,  the 
board  decided  to  send  a  letter  to 
the  state  Board  of  Regents  ques¬ 
tioning  that  board’s  distribution 
of  funds.  Richard  Donahue,  the 
recently  re-elected  chair  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  stated,  “We 
have  a  quality  institution  that  is 
being  threatened  by  silliness.’’

UMass  vs.  U Lowell 


Right  now,  there  are  two  proposals  that  could 
signifigantly  change  the  structure  of  the  University  of 
Lowell.  The  Board  of  Regents  will  endorse  one  of  these 
proposals,  which  will  be  voted  on  sometime  in  May. 

The  Commission  on  the  Future  of  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  has  made  a  proposal  that  is  quite  in¬ 
teresting.  Basically,  it  would  create  three  separate  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  State  College  and  University  system. 

The  section  affecting  ULowell  also  includes  UMass  at 
Amherst,  Boston,  and  Worcester  (med  school),  and 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  University.  This  proposal 
would  empower  one  president  and  one  board  of  trustees 
who  would  oversee  all  of  the  schools.  The  new  board  of 
trustees  would  submit  an  annual  budget  for  a  lump  sum 
and  distribute  the  funds  as  they  see  fit. 

This  would  also  change  the  name  of  ULowell  and 
S.M.U.  to  UMass  Lowell  and  UMass  Dartmouth  respec¬ 
tively. 

This  looks  like  a  group  of  individuals  who  are  on  a  large 
power  trip  and  have  only  their  own  interests  and  reputa¬ 
tions  in  mind.  There  seems  to  be  a  general  lack  of  sup¬ 
port  for  this  proposal,  from  the  ULowell  administration  as 
well. 
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The  other  proposal,  however,  shows  more  promise  and 
interest,  as  well  as  support.  This  proposal  would  leave 
in  tact  a  president  and  boa/d  of  trustees  for  each  of  the 
universities.  There  would  be  one  president  who  would 
oversee  all  of  the  universities  and  everyone  would  report 
to  the  board  of  regents.  The  name  changes  would  still 
be  implemented.  This  proposal  is  supported  by  the  ad¬ 
ministration  here  and  seems  to  be  supported  by  many 
students  also. 

The  first  proposal  does  not  seem  to  have  any  pluses 
for  ULowell  and  many  potential  negatives.  The  second 
proposal  has  much  promise  for  improving  both  the  reputa¬ 
tion  and  financial  status  here  at  ULowell.  ULowell  has 
seen  a  few  name  changes  in  its  long  history.  First  being 
Lowell  Textile  Institute,  which  is  still  engraved  in 
Southwick,  above  the  arches;  then  Lowell  Technological 
Institute  in  the  1940’s;  and  finally  the  University  of  Lowell 
in  1975.  Each  time  the  name  has  been  changed  the 
university  has  received  much  more  attention  than  before, 
both  in  recognition  and  in  finances.  We  hope  and  have 
reason  to  believe  that  this  will  continue. 

The  biggest  advantage  to  the  proposal  could  be  the 
name  change.  Many  people  have  mixed  emotions  about 
being  called  UMass.  It  would  provide  students  with  a 
greater  advantage  once  they  have  graduated,  should  they 
choose  to  leave  the  region.  People  in  other  parts  of  the 
country  who  may  not  have  heard  of  Lowell,  certainly  have 
heard  of  Massachusetts.  UMass  has  earned  an  excellent 
reputation  for  its  business  school.  This  would  add  a  plus 
to  all  management  majors  here.  There  seems  to  some 
some  concern  that  programs  that  have  excellent  reputa¬ 
tions  here  may  suffer,  such  as  engineering.  Overall, 
though,  most  people  seem  to  like  the  idea.  University  of 
Massachusetts  at  Lowell,  it  will  take  some  getting  used  to.

Masspirg 

The  students  in  the 
Massachusetts  Public  Interest 
Research  group,  commonly  call¬ 
ed  MASSPIRG,  appreciate  The 
Connector's  editorial,  which 
mentioned  the  optional 
MASSPIRG  fee.  Yet,  we  would 
like  to  clarify  some  important  in¬ 
formation. 

MAASSPIRG  is  a  statewide, 
student-directed  ana  student- 
funded  organization  existing 
presently  on  29  public  and  private 
Massachusetts  college  and 
university  campuses,  which 
works  on  environmental,  con¬ 
sumer.  and  hunger  related  issues. 
Therefore,  we  do  lobby  for  the 
interests  of  students  who  care 
about  drinking  polluted  water, 
buying  defective  used  cars,  or 
paying  high  auto  insurance  rates. 

We  lead  the  way  with  effective 
legislation  that  affects  students  at 
the  University  of  Lowell  each  and 
every  day.  For  instance,  in  1988 
MASSPIRG  and  other  consumer 
advocates  helped  turn  an  industry 
-  supported  auto  insurance  bill  in¬ 
to  the  strongest  pro-consumer 
reform  by  reducing  auto  in¬ 
surance  rates  by  16%.  Another 
victory  for  students  was  when 
MASSPIRG  won  the  passage  of 
the  Check-Clearing  Law  in  1984, 
which  requires  banks  to  clear 
deposited  checks  within  2-5  days 
instead  of  1-3  weeks.  We  lobby 
for  the  interests  of  students  and 
the  citizens  within  the 
Massachusetts  Commonwealth  at 
large. 

Moreover,  every  two  to  three 
years  we  give  students  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  make  a  community  ma¬ 
jority  decision  to  put  us  on  their 
tuition  bill.  The  majority  of 


voting  students  at  the  University 
of  Lowell  support  the  issues  we 
are  working  on,  and  the  majority 
want  to  give  us  financial  support. 
Furthermore,  MASSPIRG  is 
super-democratic  because  we 
allow  students  the  option  to  waive 
their  $4  per  semester/per  student. 
In  other  words,  although  the  ma¬ 
jority  supports  us.  there  is  a 
mechanism  that  axiows  ice 
minority  not  to  support  us. 

The  MASSPIRG  chapter  is 
very  busy  doing  three  projects. 
The  Pollution  Prevention  Cam¬ 
paign’s  main  goal  is  to  pass  a 
piece  of  state  legislation  that 
would  reduce  the  use  of  toxic 
substances  in  industry.  Students 
are  concentrating  on  obtaining  the 
Lowell  City  Council’s  and  Presi¬ 
dent  Hogan’s  endorsement  of  the 
bill.  The  Child  Care  Linkage 
Campaign’s  goal  is  to  gamer  sup¬ 
port  for  a  bill  that  would  provide 
more  child  care  facilities  by  link¬ 
ing  them  to  new  development 
projects.  Finally  the  Hunger 
Cleanup  is  a  three  hour  block  of 
time  on  April  22  in  which  50  or 
more  students  from  University  of 
Lowell  will  perform  community 
service  projects  to  raise  money 
for  hungry  people  in  Lowell  as 
well  as  in  Ethiopia. 

You  can  not  miss  all  the  great 
stuff  that  we  are  working  on 
because  we  have  set  up  tables  on 
North  and  South  Campus,  in 
which  we  circulate  petitions,  con¬ 
duct  Toxic  Taste  Tests,  and  give 
students  more  information.  We 
have  also  advertised  through  the 
articles,  political  cartoons, 
notices,  and  ads  in  The  Connec¬ 
tor  and  through  posters 
throughout  both  Campuses.  The 


more  students  who  participate, 
the  more  we  can  return  to  the 
University  community  through 
local  projects  such  as  forums, 
parties,  community  action,  and 
teach-ins.  Right  now ,  we  sponsor 
state  student  conferences  in  which 
all  the  students  from  Univeristy 
of  Lowell  are  invited.

Carla  Parrillo,  you 
understand.  does  not  ordinarily 
get  a  chance  to  chat  with  talk- 
show  hosts.  They  do  not  usually 
reach  out  to  mothers  of  three 
from  Johnston.

But  this  month,  Carla’s  family 
fe  became  a  precedent  for  the 
dr*  creed  parents  of  Rhode  Island 
maybe  the  country.  The  state 
supreme  Court  upheld  a  ruling 
that  prohibited  Carla  from  having 
^  rrun  sleep  overnight  when  the 
kies  were  home.  Now  she  is  a 
snooong  star  in  the  courtroom-to- 
television  trajectory  of  modern 
life. 


As  she  takes  the  call  on  the 
other  line,  I  try  to  imagine  the 
way  Geraldo  would  pitch  the 
show  to  the  audience,  which 
angle  he  would  take.  Sex  and  the 
Single  Mother.  An  old-fashioned 
judge  and  a  new-fangled  morali¬ 
ty.  The  Good  Mother,  Part  II. 
Groan. 

Before  the  Parrillo  story 
became  a  national  soap  opera,  it 
was  just  a  nasty  post-divorce 
wrangle  like  a  thousand  others. 
Maybe  ten  thousand.  Carla  and 
Justin  Parrillo,  twice-married 
with  three  kids,  had  finally  call¬ 
ed  it  quits  in  1986. 

When  Carla  started  dating  a 
man  named  Joseph,  when  he 
stayed  overnight  with  her  and  the 
children,  she  says  her  ex-husband 
began  harassing  her.  She  accus¬ 
ed  him  of  making  unscheduled 
visits  to  his  old  home,  smashing 
the  guy’s  car  windows. 

So  Carla  went  into  court  to 
restrain  this  behavior.  There,  she 
found  her  own  sexual  behavior 
questioned.  Her  ex-husband  rais¬ 
ed  the  matter  of  the  boyfriend. 
And  the  judge  said,  in  essence, 
we  can’t  have  that  sort  of  thing 
going  on. 

The  judge  talked  to  the 


children.  He  didn’t  find  them 
troubled:  “The  court  cannot  fault 
the  mother  in  any  way  for  not  tak¬ 
ing  good  care  of  the  children.” 
Nevertheless,  he  declared,  “The 
court  must  infer  that  this  situation 
is  not  conducive  to  the  welfare  of 
the  children.”  No  guests  allowed. 

It  is  this  ruling  that  still  sticks 
in  Carla’s  craw.  It  took  over  two 
years  for  the  case  to  get  up  to  the 
Rhode  Island  Supreme  Court. 
Joseph,  the  boyfriend,  is  long 
gone.  But  when  the  court  ruled, 
she  was  angry  all  over  again. 

“The  court  is  trying  to  tell  me 
what  to  do  in  my  private  life,” 
said  the  33-year-old  mother 
whose  children  now  rang  from  10 
to  15.  “They  have  no  proof  of 
adverse  psychological  effects  on 
my  children.  My  kids  like  the 
guy.  I  discussed  it  with  them 
before  he  slept  over.  The  judge 
was  imosing  his  values  on  my 
life.” 

Indeed,  this  is  the  first  time  a 
state  Supreme  Court  has  limited 
the  behavior  of  a  custodial  parent. 
This  was  not  a  custody  fight.  The 
father  was  not  trying  to  win  the 
children;  he  was  trying  to  control 
what  went  on  in  his  children’s 
home. 


Implicit  in  the  decision  is  the 
notion  that  (1)  unmarried  sex  is 
misconduct  and  therefore  intrin¬ 
sically  (2)  bad  for  the  children.  In 
both  of  these  judgments,  the  deci¬ 
sion  flies  in  the  face  of  current 
legal  and  social  trends. 

Co-habitation,  which  was  once 
illegal,  is  now  commonplace. 
There  are  some  2.3  million  un¬ 
married  couples  in  the  United 
States.  They  do  not  regard 
themselves  as  living  in  sin. 

There  are  surely  many  more 
millions  of  divorced  parents  who 
go  through  a  time  of  trial  mar¬ 
riage  and  error,  integrating  new 
partners  into  their  children's 
lives.  Even  Justin  Parrillo.  who 
praised  “the  old-fashioned 
morals”  of  the  court  went 
through  some  variation  on  this 
theme  before  he  remarried  last 
fall. 

Some  make  this  transition  bet¬ 
ter  than  others.  Few  ex-wives  or 
ex-husbands  like  it.  Typically, 
women  try  to  control  their  ex¬ 
spouse’s  behavior  by  withholding 
children;  men  by  withholding 
money. 

Sometimes  a  parent’s  sexual 
behavior  or  indeed  the  arrival  of 
a  new  partner  in  the  house  is  pro¬ 


foundly  disturbing  to  a  child. 
Sometimes  that  partner  is  or 
becomes  a  real  plus.  But  the  no¬ 
tion  that  a  judge  can  automatically 
“infer”  that  it  is  bad  for  the  child 
is  psychologically  and  legally  off 
base. 

As  Sanford  Katz,  a  law  pro¬ 
fessor  and  former  head  of  the 
American  Bar  Association’s 
•family-law  committee,  says: 
“Unless  you  can  show  a  connec¬ 
tion,  show  that  the  conduct  of  the 
parent  has  an  effect  on  the  child, 
the  parent  should  have  the 
freedom  of  association.” 

What  happens  next?  Aside 
from  a  starring  role  in 
Talkshowland. 

Carla  and  her  lawyer,  Patricia 
Hurst,  are  trying  to  decide 
whether  to  appeal  to  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court.  Carla 
would  like  to.  Hurst  worries  that 
the  current  conservative  court 
could  turn  a  bad  state  decision  in¬ 
to  a  bad  federal  case. 

For  now,  Carla  Parrillo  has  to 
decide  whether  some  guy  is  worth 
risking  a  $500  fine  and  a  year  in 
jail.  The  rest  of  us  can  be  grateful 
that  Rhode  Island  is  a  very,  very 
small  state.

The  bill  also  calls  for  a  man¬ 
datory  jail  sentance  for  people 
who  use  a  semi-automatic  assault 
rifle  in  the  commission  of  a 
crime.  There  already  exist  federal 
law's,  like  the  McClure-Volkmer 
Act  that  calls  for  an  additional 
mandatory  sentance  when  a 
firearm  is  used  in  a  drug  related 
crime,  that  do  what  this  part  of 
what  the  bill  proposes. 

Dukakis  is  trying  to  get  this  bill 
passed  in  the  emotional  w  ake  of 
the  Stockton  schoolyard 
massacre.  Let’s  take  a  closer  look 


Big  Brother 


The  government  recently 
recognized  a  foreign  policy 
mistake  that  could  likely  turn  in¬ 
to  a  nightmare  for  the  American 
public.  In  their  zeal  to  aid  Afgan 
rebels  the  Reagan  administration 
approved  the  sale  of  Stinger 
missiles  to  them.  The  Stinger  is 
a  highly  accurate  shoulder  laun¬ 
ched  light  infantry  anti-aircraft 
weapon  which  the  rebels  used  to 
neutralize  Soviet  air  attack. 

In  1986  the  sale  of  these 
missiles  appeared  to  be  prudent 
policy.  However  because  of  a 
lack  of  proper  foresight  the  poten¬ 
tial  problems  surrounding  the  sale 
of  these  weapons  was  not  seen. 
With  the  pullout  of  Soviet  troops 
complete,  the  intended  need  for 
these  missiles  is  now  gone.  The 
problem  with  this  is  there  are  bet¬ 
ween  200  and  500  of  these 
missiles  still  in  circulation  and 
since  these  are  the  perfect  ter¬ 
rorist  weapons  the  current  ad¬ 
ministration  is  increasingly 
concerned  about  the  action  that 
should  be  taken. 

Several  plans  have  been  sug¬ 
gested  but  none  of  which  are  like¬ 
ly  to  work.  One  of  these  calls  for 
the  bartering  of  agricultural  pro¬ 
ducts  like  heavy  farm  equipment, 
livestock  and  irrigation  equip¬ 
ment.  These  are  all  things  the 
Afgans  will  need  to  rebuild  their 
country,  however  they  are  likely 
to  get  them  whether  they  barter 
or  not.  This  gesture  of  a  barter  is 
also  ludicrous  in  the  face  of  the 
demand  for  these  missiles, 
customers  like  the  Arabs  and  the 


Iranians  are  willing  to  pay  top 
dollar  for  them  and  the  rebels  are 
not  ignorant  to  this.  A  statement 
by  House  Rep.  Charles  Wilson 
(D),  who  was  instrumental  in  get¬ 
ting  the  Reagan  administrations 
approval  for  the  sale  said  “there’s 
nothing  worth  as  much  as  a 
Stinger  and  the  Mujahedeen 
aren’t  stupid”.  The  other  poten¬ 
tial  solutions  to  the  recovery  of 
these  missiles  are  even  less  in¬ 
viting  and  many  top  officials 
believe  that  it  is  unlikely  these 
missiles  will  be  recovered. 

What  does  all  this  mean?  In 
time  we  will  know  the  answer, 
the  problem  is  we  probably  won’t 
like  it.  Since  these  are  perfect  ter¬ 
rorist  weapons  the  potential  for 
future  terrorist  action  against 
American  citizens  looms  even 
greater.  Our  government  has 
knowledge  that  Iranian  revolu¬ 
tionaries  currently  have  in  their 
possession  at  least  16  Stinger 
missiles,  this  without  explanation 
indicates  trouble.  Can  we  expect 
to  listen  to  and  read  reports  about 
an  American  airliner  shot  down 
by  Stinger  missiles  with  some 
fanatical  political  group  claiming 
responsibility.  Its  unfortunate  that 
we  won’t  know  until  it  happens 
and  some  unwhiting  American 
citizens  may  be  killed  by  a  clear 
lack  of  foresight  in  foreign 
policy. 

Big  Brother  is  elected  to  pro¬ 
tect  and  govern  us,  but  this  ap¬ 
pears  to  have  been  lost  by  this 
foreign  policy  decision.

SOUTH  AFRICA:  Eric 
Molobi  was  detained  without 
charge  between  December  7, 
1987  and  December  1988  under 
the  State  of  Emergency  regula¬ 
tions,  which  were  imposed  in 
June  1988.  He  was  released  from 
Krugersdorp  Prison  on  December 
2,  1988  under  an  extremely 
severe  restriction  order  which 
curtails  his  freedom  of  expres¬ 
sion,  movement  and  association. 
On  January  23,  1989,  Eric 
Molobi  wrote  to  a  Urgent  Action 
participant  in  Seattle, 
Washington.  “Dear — Thank- 
you  very  much  for  you  and  your 
organization  in  showing  concern 
and  offering  support  during  my 


long  detention  in  a  South  African 
prison.  It  feels  better  to  be  out 
notwithstanding  heavy  restric¬ 
tions  placed  on  my  movement  and 
expression.  My  heart  remains 
with  many  I  left  inside,  they  need 
your  support  too.  I  remain  com¬ 
mitted  to  peace,  democracy,  non¬ 
racialism  and  the  freedom  of  my 
people.” 

HAITI:  Vesnel  Jean-Baptiste 
and  Roland  Pierre  were  released 
on  the  afternoon  of  January  19, 
1989.  They  had  been  arrested  on 
January  16  in  Cite  Soteil, 
reportedly  as  they  were  giving  out 
leaflets  protesting  about  the  high 
cost  of  living,  and  taken  to  the 
Anti-Gang  Investigation  Service. 
Amnesty  members  were  asked  to 
send  copies  of  their  letters  to  the 
Haitian  Center  for  Human  Rights 
in  Port-au-Prince.  The  director  of 
that  organization  wrote  the 
following  letter. . .  “Thank  you 
very  much  for  your  intervention 
on  behelf  of  the  victims  of  human 
rights  abuses  in  Haiti.  We  are 
pleased  to  report  that,  thanks  to 


you,  Vesnel  Jean-Baptiste  and 
Roland  Pierre  were  released  on 
January  19,  1989.  We  trust  we 
can  continue  to  count  upon  your 
invaluable  concern  and  commit¬ 
ment...” 

Many  other  prisoners  of  cons¬ 
cience  from  all  over  the  world 
have  been  released  as  well.  Cases 
from  Czechoslovakia,  Jordan, 
Ghana,  Peru,  Nigeria,  Somalia, 
and  China  have  all  been  resolv¬ 
ed!  This  is  terrific  news  for  all  of 
us  who  are  fighting  for  human 
rights!  Unfortunately  the  battle  is 
not  over.  In  fact,  we  are  not  even 
close  to  a  victory  but  with  your 
help  we  can  change  that.  Please 
read  the  Urgent  Action  cases  and 
write  a  simple  letter  to  save  a  life, 
the  life  of  a  person  just  like  you, 
a  person  who  deserves  basic 
human  rights.

It’s  no  sur¬ 
prise.  Ifs  hard  to  identify  with 
any  of  this  light-w  eight  trip  into 
the  fantasy -world  of  the  mob. 

Angela  Demarco  (Michelle 
Pheiffer)  is  tired  of  her  role  as  a 
gangster’s  wife.  All  her 
diamonds,  glitzy  dresses  and 
tacky  furniture  is  stolen.  Her  hus¬ 
band  kills  enemies  of  the  family 
while  her  son  cheats  his  friends. 
Since  the  mob's  antics  tarnish 
Angela’s  heart  of  gold,  she  must 
move  to  a  run-down  apartment 
and  start  all  over. 

She  soon  learns  that  once 
you’re  married  to  the  mob,  the 
only  way  to  divorce  it  is  to  die. 
Even  the  FBI  eavesdrops  on  her

Saxon’s  model  would  restrict  the 
freedom  we  have  enjoyed  as  an 
independent  university.  “Saxon’s 
report  looks  like  an  annexation 
rather  than  a  new  system,”  he 
charged. 

The  Jenifer  report 

President  Hogan  announced  his 
intention  to  strongly  support 
Franklyn  Jenifer’s  recommenda¬ 
tions.  This  plan  calls  for  five 
presidents  and  five  strong  local 
boards  which  would  each  report 
to  a  vice-chancellor  of  the 
Regents. 

Jenifer  also  recommends  that 


three  separate  budgets  be  devis¬ 
ed,  one  for  the  universities,  one 
for  the  state  colleges,  and  one  for 
the  community  colleges. 

Hogan  feels  that  this  proposal 
would  be  more  effective  over 
time,  and  supports  the  merger.  “I 
don't  think  we  will  ever  resolve 
the  funding  and  equities  at  Lowell 
until  we  are  united  under  one 
university  with  a  well  defined 
goal. 

Hogan  shares  Regent’s  Chair 
Paul  Tsongas’  idea  that  the  gover¬ 
nance  issue  is  the  strength  of  the 
Jenifer  report,  saying, 
“Presidents  come  and  go.  Boards 


are  where  you  want  to  place  \ 
focus  for  long-term  excellence. 
Further  concerns 

President  Hogan  opened  up  the 
meeting  to  questions,  and  was 
asked  to  dispel  anxieties  and 
rumors  about  the  upcoming 
changes.  A  major  concern  shared 
by  many  faculty  members  is  the 
definition  of  ULowell’ s  mission 
in  the  new  system. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the 
medical  campus  of  UMass  at 
Worcester  would  become  the 
research  campus.  Hogan 
reassured  wary  faculty  members,

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PARKING  RALLY 

200  students  saved  the  spaces

Nearly  two  hundred  students  joined  together  before  Spring  Break. 
They  didn’t  get  together  to  celebrate  the  coming  thaw  or  the  tapp¬ 
ing  of  a  keg.  They  met  to  let  the  administration  know  that  there 
is  a  serious  problem  on  campus:  PARKING. 

Nearly  three  weeks  ago,  Concordia  residents  lost  two  resident 
parking  spaces  in  front  of  their  building.  The  spaces  were  taken 
from  the  women  in  the  residence  hall  by  Vice-President  for  Ad¬ 
ministration  and  Finance,  Sue  Goodwin.  According  to  reports, 
Goodwin  took  the  spaces  to  allow  two  more  administrators  to  park 
on  South  Campus. 

Several  attempts  were  made  by  members  of  Concordia  Residence 
Council  to  discuss  the  matter  with  Goodwin,  but  she  could  not  be 
reached.  That  led  to  the  involvement  of  several  student  leaders  on 
campus  —starting  with  Jim  Smith,  the  Student  Trustee. 

During  an  interview  after  the  rally,  which  drew  attention  from 
three  local  news  agencies,  Smith  stated,  “We’re  looking  at  a  tough 
situation.” 

The  situation  he  describes  is  the  3300  parking  spaces  for  the  more 
than  8500  students  who  attend  day  classes  at  the  university.  This 
cramped  situation  was  compunded  with  the  passage  of  a  new  city 
ordinance  that  restricts  residents  from  other  parts  of  the  city  from 
parking  in  Pawtucketville,  near  North  Campus. 

Tim  Lloyd,  a  vocal  student  activist  who  has  been  fighting  the 
parking  crunch  since  September,  said,  “We  wanted  to  get  back 
the  two  spaces,  form  a  parking  committee  with  the  administration 
and  open  up  communication  with  the  administration.” 

The  rally  was  organized  by  15  people  including  Student  Govern¬ 
ment  President  Charles  Ryan,  Concordia  Resident  Director  Karen 
MacDonald,  Smith,  Lloyd,  several  senators,  and  concerned 
residents. 

W  ith  only  half  a  day  of  planning,  the  committee  managed  to  get 
representatives  from  the  Lowell  Sun,  WCAP,  and  Cable  Channel 
6  to  cover  the  event.  State  Legislators  were  also  informed  of  the 

events. 

The  short  rally  drew  nearly  200  students  to  hear  the  four  speakers 

Ryan,  Smith,  Lloyd  and  MacDonaio.  They  w  ere  greeted  oy  wheats 
and  wild  applause  from  the  students  who  showed  that  they  had  had 

enough  of  the  parking  dilema  facing  ULowell. 

Lloyd  stated,  “The  rally  was  definately  a  success  because  we 
got  what  we  wanted  recieved  a  heightened  awareness  of  the  pro¬ 
blem  on  campus.” 

The  administration  prompdy  returned  the  two  spaces  and  form¬ 
ed  the  joint  committee  of  students  and  administrators.  Communica¬ 
tion  is  beginning  between  President  Hogan  and  student 
representatives. 

The  committee  will  be  chaired  by  Associate  Vice  President  for 
Student  Affairs,  Leo  King.  The  committee  will  be  made  up  of  4 
administrators  and  4  students. 

Hogan  has  stated  often  that  the  parking  problem  facing  our  school 
will  be  resolved  when  state  funding  permits  the  completion  of  the 
university’s  Expansion  Plan,  which  will  include  parking  garages 
on  North  and  South  Campuses  and  in  the  mill  complex. 

Smith  seemed  pleased  with  the  results  of  the  rally.  “It’s  nice  to 
see  the  students  of  Lowell  exercise  their  rights  to  rally  and  to 
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Jim  Smith  surveys  the  crowd.

Human  rights  violations  in  Singapore 


Chew  Kheng  Chuan  and  Ken¬ 
neth  Tsang,  prisoners  of  cons¬ 
cience  adopted  by  Amnesty 
International,  were  released  on 
February  20,  1989.  The  govern¬ 
ment  said  the  two  were  released 
because  they  had  responded  to 
rehabilitation,  and  no  longer  pose 
a  security  threat.  Under  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  their  release  they  are 
forbidden  to  issue  public 
statements,  leave  Singapore 
without  official  permission  or 
associate  with  other  ex-detainees. 
Amnesty  international  is  calling 
on  the  authorities  to  lift  the 
restrictions  on  them. 

Chew  Kheng  Chuan,  and  Ken¬ 
neth  Tsang,  were  among  22  peo¬ 
ple  arrested  in  May  and  June  of 
1987  for  alleged  involvement  in 
a  Marxist  conspiracy  to  over¬ 
throw  Prime  Minister  Lee  Kuan 
Yew.  They  were  held  under  the 
Internal  Security  Act  which 
allows  indefinite  detention 
without  trail  but  were  released 
before  the  end  of  the  year.  In 
April  1988  Kenneth  Tsang  was 
rearrested  along  with  eight  others 
after  issuing  a  press  statement  de¬ 
nying  the  charges  against  them 
and  claiming  that  some  had  been 
ill-treated  while  in  detention  in 
1987.  In  May  1988  Chew  Kheng 
Chuan  was  also  rearrested.  Of¬ 
ficials  claimed,  he  had  helped 


with  the  April  press  statement. 

Amnesty  calls  for  the  im¬ 
mediate  and  unconditional  release 
of  the  five  who  remain  in  deten¬ 
tion  without  trial  as  it  believes 
they  are  prisoners  of  conscience 
detained  for  non-violent  activities 
in  church,  community,  worker’s 
and  student  groups.  The  five  are 
Vincent  Cheng,  Teo  Soh  Lung, 
Chng  Suan  Tze,  Wong  Souk  Yee 
and  Kevin  Desmong  de  Souza. 

Please  write  urging  the  release 
of  Chew  Kheng  Chuan  and  Ken¬ 
neth  Tsang  but  express  concern 
that  they  have  had  restrictions  im¬ 
posed  on  their  freedom  of  move¬ 
ment  and  association.  Ask  that  the 
restrictions  imposed  on  them  to 
be  lifted  immediately  and  uncon¬ 
ditionally.  Finally  urge  the 
government  to  release  the  five 
prisoners  still  in  detention  im¬ 
mediately.  Send  letters  to  the 
following  address  or  drop  off  in 
Box  77  care  of  Amnesty  Interna¬ 
tional  and  we  will  mail  it  for  you.

[ULowell]  is  a  major  player  -  no 
one  is  disputing  that.  Nobody  is 
going  to  try  to  relegate  us.” 

The  phrase  “minimal  overlap 
of  concentrations”  also  has  facul¬ 
ty  worried  as  we  difine  our  mis¬ 
sion.  What  areas  will  be  deemed 
the  most  important  and  the 
strongest?  Hogan  predicts  a  final 
report  with  all  its  integrated 
recommendations  will  surface  in 
September,  to  be  followed  by  a 
two-year  transition  period. 

A  general  question  raised  about 
these  reports  is  the  necessity  of 
changing  the  name  of  ULow  ell  to 
the  University  of  Massachusetts 
at  Lowell. 

Both  faculty  and  students  have 
reacted  strongly  to  the  idea,  both 
in  support  and  opposition.  Presi¬ 
dent  Hogan  responded  to  the  issue 
saying,  “It  doesn’t  matter  what 
we’re  called,  as  long  as  it  is 
synonymmous  with  quality.” 

The  Board  of  Regents  vote  on 
the  Saxon  and  Jenifer  reports  is 


scheduled  to  take  place  on  May 
10.  These  may  require  additional 
legislation  to  work  out  the  budget 
format  and  the  renaming  of  the 
campuses. 

A  dark  cloud 

Turning  the  topic  over  to  the 
budget.  Hogan  blamed  several 

factors  for  the  lack  of  support  and 
funding  that  plagues  ULowell. 
Among  these  were  the  decreasing 
profit  of  Massachusetts  high  tech 
companies  in  comparison  with 
those  on  the  Pacific  rim,  as  well 
as  the  reluctance  of  legislators  to 
instigate  much-needed  new  taxes. 

“The  budget  is  the  one  really 
dark  cloud  hanging  over  us,*' 
said  Hogan.  The  House  of 
Representatives  has  allocated 
$639  million  for  the  campuses, 
which  would  mean  a  3%  increase 
from  what  we  currently  have. 
The  $2  million  increase  which 
ULowell  will  probably  receive 
will  not  provide  for  much 
growth. 

$1  million  will  be  used  to  re¬ 
tain  the  current  faculty  and  staff,

I  am  a  student  at  the  university 
level  in  the  U.S.  and  also  a 
member  of  Amnesty  Interna¬ 
tional.  It  has  come  to  my  atten¬ 
tion  that  Chew  Kheng  Chuan  and 
Kenneth  Tsang  have  been  re¬ 
arrested  for  issuing  a  press  state¬ 
ment  denying  the  initial  charges 
against  them.

and  provide  their  normal  pay 
raises.  Because  dropped  sections 
need  to  be  replaced, 
S300, 000-5400,000  will  have  to 
be  spent  on  T.A.’s.  The  new  data 
and  phone  systems  must  be  paid 
for,  and  regular  running  costs 
will  consume  the  remaining 
funds. 

ULowell’ s  equipment  account 

will  be  empty,  and  the  library’s 
periodical  fund  will  also  run  out. 

Hogan  does  not  w  ant  to  com¬ 
promise  enrollment  or  faculty 
positions,  and  will  not  propose 
that  faculty  be  let  go.  The  board 
of  ULowell  and  the  Board  of 
Regents  will  most  likely  create  a 
new  fee  or  resort  to  tuition  hikes 
to  subsidize  our  budget. 

President  Hogan  will  seek  con¬ 
trol  of  tuition  waivers  in  order  to 
protect  the  people  on  the  low  end 
who  are  in  danger  of  being  forc¬ 
ed  out  by  the  rising  costs  of  a 
ULowell  education. 

Looking  ahead 

As  ULowell  seeks  to  define  its 
mission  in  higher  education,  con¬ 
sideration  must  be  given  to  how 
we  can  achieve  our  goals.  It  will 
be  necessary  to  examine  all  the 
possibilities  open  to  us,  including 
merger  and  making  it  difficult  for 
legislators  to  deny  that  we  are  in 
need.  Others  must  acknowledge 
what  President  Hogan  has  come 
to  understand- “If  there’s  no  room 
for  us,  there’s  no  room  for  the 
future.”

Women’s  indoor  track  summary 


The  University  of  Lowell 
Women’s  indoor  track  team  com¬ 
pleted  it’s  88-89  season  at  the 
E.C.  A.C.  Championships  held  at 
the  Naval  Academy  in  .Annapolis 
MD  on  March  4th  and  5th  1989. 
The  88-89  season  was  highlighted 
by  the  setting  of  four  new'  indoor 
records.  Co-captain  Mary  Beth 
McKenney  set  a  new  shcool 
record  for  the  200m  at  the  New 
England  Championships  at 
Boston  University  with  a  time  of 
26.86  f.a.t.  McKenney  also 
qualified  for  the  New’  Englands  in 
the  55m  dash.  Senior  Kris  Noble 
would  up  her  last  indoor  season 
at  ULowell  in  fine  style  setting 


new  records  in  the  1000  yds.  at 
2:51.1  and  the  1000m  at  3:07.9 
Kris  also  qualified  for  the  New 
Englands  and  the  E.C. A.C. 
Champs.  Cheryle  Dalton  in  her 
first  year  at  ULowell  had  a  very 
good  season  setting  a  new  school 
record  at  the  E.C.  A.C.  Champs, 
with  a  leap  of  16’9”  in  the  long 
jump.  Co-captain  Joanne 
Rudolph  rebounded  from  a  foot 
injury  to  run  a  personal  best  in  the 
55m  hurdles  of  9.12f.a.t.  and 
qualified  for  both  the  New 
Englands  and  the  E.C. A.C. 
Champs.  Junior  Sarah  Axtman 
improved  her  400m  time  to  64.0 
and  had  a  couple  of  exciting  duals 


with  twin  sister  Hilary  who  runs 
for  Fitchburg  State  College. 
Freshman  Rima  Moussa  and 
Anne  Gavigan  who  excelled  for 
ULowell’ s  Cross  Country  team 
this  past  fall  had  good  initial  in¬ 
door  season’s.  Rima  ran  a  per¬ 
sonal  best  time  for  the  3000m  of 
12:06.6  and  Anne  Gavigan  had 
an  800m  personal  best  of  2:38.5. 
Other  athletes  showing  promise 
for  the  outdoor  season  are 
freshman  sprinters  Rebecca 
Selzer  and  Lisa  Peabody.  Senior 
Lyn  Coutu  will  be  returning  after 
missing  the  indoor  season  due  to 
injury.  ULowell  will  begin  it’s 
1989  Outdoor  season  at  Fitchburg 
State  on  April  5,  1989. 


The  cleated  clad  foot 


Tis  the  season  to  buy  new 
cleats.  Here  are  some  pointers  to 
help  you  choose  a  cleat  that  fits 
and  performs  with  you. 

As  with  any  shoe  you  buy 
cleats  consist  of  our  basic  parts: 
sole,  uppers,  heel  counter  and  toe 
box.  Ideally,  the  sole  should  per¬ 
form  without  great  resistence  to 
rotation  during  twisting 
movements  while  maintaining 
good  translational  traction 
necessary  for  quick  starts  and 
stops,  fast  running  and  rapid 
changes  indirection.  This  is  deter¬ 
mined  mainly  by  the  material  the 
sole  is  made  of  as  well  as  the 
number,  length  and  position  of 
the  cleats.  Shoes  with  flexible 
molded  uuiki-cleated  outsoles 
suefrsTtnose  used  for  play  on  ar¬ 
tificial  playing  surfaces  lack  the 
rigid  cleat  plate  in  the  forefoot. 
The  great  toe,  therefore,  is  often 
forced  into  hyperextension 
theTT^'<fr^mTTfg  the  ligament 
complex  of  the  first  joint  of  the 
great  toe.  This  is  known  as  “turf 
toe”.  On  the  other  hand,  too  rigid 
a  sole  will  not  allow  the  shoe  to 
bend  where  it  is  supposed  to-at 
the  ball  of  the  foot,  and  place  a 
great  deal  of  strain  on  the  foot 
tendons  which  may  lead  to  ten¬ 
dinitis  of  the  foot  tendons, 
Achilles  tendinitis  and  lower  leg 
pain. 

In  general,  the  incidence  of  in¬ 
jury  decreases  with  the  increase 
in  number  and  decrease  in  length 
of  the  cleat.  With  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  cleats  a  greater  sur¬ 
face  area  is  covered  aiding  in 
translatory  traction.  A  short  cleat 
(no  longer  than  0.5  inches)  will 
help  decrease  the  incidence  of 
foot  fixation.  When  the  foot 
becomes  fixated  there  is  a  great 
build  up  of  pressure  beneath  each 
cleat  providing  an  excessive 
resistence  to  rotation.  The  forces 
of  rotation,  therefore,  are 
translated  to  the  knee  resulting  in 
traumatic  knee  injury.  Also  it  is 
important  that  one  cleat  must  be 
positioned  under  each  of  the  two 
major  weight  bearing  points:  the 


great  toe  and  the  little  toe. 

Look  at  the  sole  from  inside  the 
shoe.  There  should  be  cushioning 
just  behind  the  ball  of  the  foot 
built  into  the  sole  of  the  shoe. 
This  cushioning  will  serve  as  a 
shock  absorber.  Just  behind  the 
ball  of  the  foot  is  where  the  foot 
absorbs  the  greatest  amount  of 
vertical  force.  The  shoe  should 
also  have  an  arch  wedge  which 
should  run  from  the  heel  to  the 
ball  area  of  the  shoe.  The  arch 
wedge  should  not  only  support 
the  longitudinal  arch  but  should 
prevent  the  foot  from  rolling  in 
or  out  of  the  arch.  The 
longitudinal  arch  is  also  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  shank  of  the  shoe. 
The  shank  is  the  narrowest  part 
of  the  shoe  (the  middle  area), 
therefore,  it  should  not  be  too 
narrow. 

The  uppers  of  the  shoe  include 
the  tongue  and  lacing.  The  tongue 

should  be  pulled  up  smoothly 
before  lacing  to  prevent  blisters 
and  pressure  soreness  form 
wrinkles.  How  a  show  laces  can 
affect  how  you  play.  There  are 
three  basic  patterns  of  lacing:  1 . 
U  throat  which  laces  down  to  the 
toes;  2.  vamp  pattern  which  laces 
partway  down  to  the  toes;  3. 
stabilizer  pattern  which  laces 
partway  down  to  the  toes  as  well 
as  goes  around  the  heel  counter 
through  guides  so  that  when 
tightened  it  secures  both  the  up¬ 
per  and  heel  counter. 

Simulate  play  with  the  shoe  lac¬ 
ed  properly  to  help  decide  which 
pattern  of  lacing  allows  your  best 
performance.  A  shoe  is  laced  pro¬ 
perly  when  the  first  and  second 
eyelets  are  laced  in  an  inside-out 
manner  and  the  next  eyelets 
thereafter  are  laced  in  an  outside- 
in  manner.  The  laces  should  not 
be  pulled  tight,  however,  so  as  to 
allow  freedom  of  muscle 
function. 

The  heel  counter  serves  to  sup¬ 
port  the  heel  by  controlling  its 
motion.  It  should  prevent  the  heel 
from  excessively  rolling  in  or  out 
during  play.  The  heel  counter 


should  not  collapse  but  should 
provide  a  fair  amount  of 
resistence  when  you  try  to  reduce 
its  length  or  width  with  your 
hand.  This  is  a  good  test  for  the 
stability  of  the  heel  counter  as 
well  as  simulating  play  with  the 
shoe  on.  The  heel  counter  also 
serves  to  cushion  the  heel. 
Although  a  good  amount  of 
cushioning  may  feel  comfortable 
too  much  will  cause  fatigue  by 
decreasing  the  amount  of  rebound 
energy  produced  when  the  heel 
strikes  the  ground. 

The  final  component  of  the 
shoe  is  the  tow  box.  The  toe  box 
houses  the  toes,  therefore,  the 
length  and  width  of  the  shoe 
should  allow  free  movement  of 
the  toes.  The  length  of  the  shoe 
should  allow  0.25  to  0.50  inch  of 
length  beyond  the  longest  toe  (not 
necessarily  the  great  toe).  The 
widest  part  of  the  shoe  should 
match  the  widest  pan  of  the  foot 
which  should  also  be  w  here  the 
shoe  creases  w  hen  you  are  on  the 
balls  of  your  feet. 

A  shoe  that  fits  improperly  may 
cause  potentially  dangerous 
calluses  and  blisters,  permanent 
structural  deformities, 

mechanical  disturbances  that  can 
affect  the  body’s  total  postural 
balance,  and  may  eventually  lead 
to  abnormal  conditions  of  the 
muscles  and  joints  of  the  ankle, 
knee,  hip,  and  lower  back.  For 
these  reasons  it  is  important  that 
you  choose  a  shoe  that  fits  you 
and  works  properly  for  your 
sport.  You  should  always  wear 
your  game  socks  when  shopping 
for  a  new  pair  of  cleats.  Shop  at 
the  end  of  the  day  so  that  you  are 
trying  on  the  shoe  when  your  foot 
is  slightly  increased  in  size.  Also, 
be  aware  that  your  left  and  right 
foot  often  vary  in  size  and  shape. 
However,  most  importantly, 
always  approximate  the  condi¬ 
tions  under  which  you  perform: 
run,  jump,  etc.  in  the  store  to  help 
select  the  perfect  pair  of  cleats.
